A Dog Story. . 



Book Bat, Victoria, Dec. 27th. 

EnrroK Colonist:— I have taken the 
liberty to address you, trusting to your 
kindness to insert this communication in 
ycur valuable jjaper. I cannot help 
thinking we have been very unkindly 
treated by tho law or by-laws, and think 
by m..king known tho following grievance 
I might prevent others from mfforing as 
we have done, leaving it entirely, to your- 
self to publish or suppiess the following 
case, as you think heat: 

On Sunday luHt, on my family's return 
.from the afternoon service at St. John's, 
my children asked me to allow them to 
take the baby a little valk. I gave tbem 
leave, and they went, acjompauied byoiir 
dog "Major." In about balf-an-hour'a 
time they returned in a state of groat ex- 
citement, saying a neighbor's son, a boy 
of about 14, bad met tbem and thrown 
atonoB at the dogf who had seized hold of 
the boy's pants, and tried to bito him. 
The boy then tbrew uoro stones and tho 
dog took hold of him again. He thuu 
went iulo tho house, .'•ayiug, this is the 
end of your dog! Tho cliildreu tbougbt 
he bad gone to get a gun to hoot the dog 
. s,o hurried him hooie. I told them to 
chain up tbe dog and beard no more of 
the matter till tbe next day at dinner time 
"when a constabhi nuked to soo my hus- 
band. I heard it wad something to do 
■with tbe dog's biting the boy. I told him 
the boy had thrown stones and left my 
husband to settle the matter. A few mo- 
, mants after they both left the bouse with 
the idog my husliand telliiig me they wore 
going to send tho dog into tho country; 
but as I afterwards found out tboy went 
to destroy it, tho constable saying bis or- 
ders were that the dog was to be destroy- 
ed in his prosenco. And 'BOf/pur- faithful 
dog, that I had reared from a pnppy, who 
had guarded our property by night and 
by day for more than eight years and a- 
half, was killed without my knowledge 
for trying to protect our children. Wo 
all feel that we have lost a good friend. 

What 1 wish to know is havo families 
no . protection against boys throwing 
stones at them^pr their dogs when they 
are talcing a p^aocfful walk?

A oorrcBpondent gives tho following 
summary of tho views Osman Pasha ex- 
pressed from time to time during tho sicgo 
of Plevna: — 

Osman Pasha has been despondent and 
apparently without hope for the past six 
weeks. As soon as Plevna was completely 
invested he became silent, morose, and 
severe in his attitude toword his siufl'. 
Early in November ho was loud in his de- 
nunciations of the Ministry of War at 
Constantinople. "While I was doing my 
best," said ho, "to render this place im- 
pregnable, and to defend it against tho 
repeated attacks of a formidable enemy, 
a miserable drunkard, as cowardly as ho 
is ignorant (Hakki Fasba), compromises 
all my plans and imperils tho successes 
which I have gained up to this day. It 
may bo fatality or simply want of judg- 
ment, but it would almost seem as if some 
malevolent spirit was pusliinf,' on onr 
Ministry to commit bluud-jr after blun- 
der." The general complained that ho 
had asked for armourers to bo sent from 
Constantinople. Thoy reached Plevna 
without a single article necoesary for tho 
repair of guns, and had to bo sout back. 
Ho counselled tho Ministry, instead of 
fitting out an expedition to tho Caucasus 
as had been planned, to make Sofia a grand 
central depot for stores, and havo tho 
place garrisoned by an army of 150,000 or 
120,000 men. After he had taken posses 
sion of Plevna ho foresaw tho strategical 
importance of the position, fortified it in 
such a manner that Krudener's forces 
were utterly powerless, dashing thom- 
stdves against tho earthworks only to be 
annihilutod. Ho opposed tho attack on 
Shipka, maintaining that a force of 15,- 
000 luou entrenched strongly at tho en- 
trance to the pass was quite suflicient to 
check the Russian advance. Hut tho 
Ministry refused to take his advice. Fif- 
teen thousand men were sacrificed in the 
sensolesB expedition toSoukhoum Kaleh, 
and 20,000 of the finest troops in the 
Turkish urmy wore slaughtered tiying to 
drive the Kussiaus from almost impreg- 
nable positions. 

It is not wonderful, then, that "Ghazi 
Osman," with all these bitter feelings to- 
■vards the Administration, should have 
lost heiirt.' ' The Turkish forces outside of 
Plevna were scattered over a spaoo of 
about 85 m.ilas apparently without ef 'aor 
a comprehensive plan or a head. Sofia, 
the point necessary for a successful issue 
at Plevna, bad been left uncovered, the 
Biissians had out tbe road, and it was to 
his mind, according to dispatches just re- 
ceived, but a question of a few weeks 
when the Plevna army must cither starve, 
fight, or surrender, the second ultcriiaiivo 
being almost out of tbe question. A cor- 
respondent tells this story of tho "Giia/.i:" 
— "A Jewess of a very advanced ago is 
the only one who amid tho general con- 
sternation manages to look after her own 
interests and profits by the occasion. She 
goes by the name of Sarah, and is a for- 
tune teller. Tho door of her house ia 
ope^a from morning till night, and tho 
hoase itself is filled with ofiicors and bol- 
diers, many of tho former being of high 
rank, who come to consult her on their 
future lot. She derives an immense jiro- 
fit from this source, especially since her 
predictions of the death of officers in ouo 
or two cases, and promotion in one or 
two other instances, have been verified. 
It is oven said that Osmau Pasha himself 
has not disdained to consult tbe ancient 
Sarah, who has predicted for him a most 
brillifilitlptnre, -provided be is not. made 
prisoner before the 12th of December." 

When tho Itussians sent word to Osman 
Pasha that they intended to send back tho 
5,000 jirisoners thoy hud taken at Dubnik 
and Telis, tho Turkish commaii;! -r-iu- 
chief said that if t'.u y did fccnd them b.ioli 
he would mo.v tliera Cow.-) -o ith grapeshot, 
seize the coward Hukki Pasha, who was 
with them,and have him shot on tho spot. 
He told the Grand Duku'a mo.sserigL'r in a 
somewhat bombastic maiinor that he 
might as well prepare for a regular siege, 
as he had provisions for eight months, a 
statement utterly untrue. He doubtless 
said this to attempt to deceive the Rus- 
sians. At this time tbe daily ration to 
tlao troops had been reduced by one-third.

On tho fol- 
lowing d.ay in coinpiny with Mrs. Grunt 
and sou the ascent of Vesuvius was at- 
tempted but tbo day being cold the party 
did iiot reach tho crater. Party lunched 
at tho house o(j,efugo near tho observa- 
tory aud spent a pleasant hour, enjoying 
the remarkably tino view of Capri and Is- 
cbia pliun. Wednesday Con. (Iraiit and 
family visited tho ruins of Pomiieii. Tho 
government had made arrangements for 
special excavation in honor of Grant so 
that he might isco how tho work was done 
and see soma of the curiosities recovered 
just as they wore placed placed when the 
city was BO suddenly ruined. Tho day 
was a littlo cold but clear and in every 
way favorable for the work, Dirootor.sof 
excavation.s received Grant aud party and 
conducted them to the ]irincipal points of 
interest. Two hours were spent wander- 
ing among Ihu ruins of the ancient aud 
niemorablo city and at every step some- 
thing of interest was seen. Workmen 
tlien proceeded to dig out a chamber of a 
house and dii-covered somo fragments of 
table made of wood and bronze. Tho 
workmanship was very onrions aud olab 
orate and was examined with great inter 
est by tho whole party. Tho next object 
of intorost diflcorered was a loaf of bread 
wriqtpod neatly in cloth and perfectly dis 
tin^juisliablo, Alany other curious and 
interesting articles were found by tho 
party which highly pleased them. 
Thursday Grant returned the official vis- 
its of the civil and military authorities of 
tho city. As ho loft tbo Vandalia tho 
yards were manned and a salute fired tho 
Halo to being returned by tho Italian Ad- 
luiral. Grant then landed and was met 
by the general commanding the district 
who had regiment of Borsagliori daawn 
in front of the Boyal PalBoo which were 
roviowed by Grant accompanied by the 
Italian otileials.

He 
had danced himself at hor Majesty's ga- 
thering at Deeside, but ho was now too 
he.'ivy for tho oxorciso— (laughter)— and 
besides, mouibors of Presbytery were ex- 
pected never to lift tbeir feat too high or 
too quickly, but to move through .the 
world with becoming gravity and solem- 
nity. (Laughter.) Ho was net anro but 
it would bo a useful thing for tho moin- 
hers of tho rrcsbytoiy to indulge in trip- 
ping what was callod tho light fantastic 
too. Somo of them who had tho largest 
stipends, and conscqnontly heavy corpo- 
rations, might not be able to exhibit all 
the beauties of motion — (laughter) —but 
it might be a mnch better exercise for 
them than snarling at each other as they 
sometimes did at tho Presbytery meet- 
ings. It might also bo able to make them 
preach moro humanly, and dovelope in 
ministers that brotherly love which thoy 
preached so much, but which all, both 
priest and people, found so difficult to 
practice. Lf t thorn jnst imagintj their re- 
spected friends Georgo Gillillan and Dr. 
Peddio, or thoir moro modest friends Mr. 
Macaulay and Professor Robertson Smitb, 
or Fergus Fergusen and his antagonists, 
all dancing to the strain of some .Presby- 
tery flute or- fiddle. ' (Great • laughter.) 
He thought that the perspiration pro- 
duced by such raoreation would purge 
some of itieni of their bad humor, and 
make thorn of a more tolerant state of 
of mind. As ono remedy of our Scottish 
bigotry ho would suggest more innocent 
recreation both for the clergy and for the 
people. Let them remembei^thAt what 
they had, the minister must have also. 
He would set tho Presbyteries to dance 
occasionally. Ho did not mean in a literal 
senFo exactly, hut ho would set them to 
dance either literally or metaphorically, 
aud tbeir difference would very soon be 
danced out of them.
